The foregoing financial statement shows all expen- 
ditures and receipts for school monies for 1933. No rec- 
ommended repairs have been made, while some are 
urgent. The floor in the Miles schoolhouse is in bad 
condition, the Newman and Simpson schoolhouses need 
interior cleaning with paint and whitewash, South 
Washington schoolhouse needs a new vestibule floor 
and the village building must have new foundation over- 
lays. 

The present state aid received on trained teachers is 
$23.50 a week. This is given according to the grade of 
certificate, ranging from $3.50 to $5.00 a week. 

Being in the field, Superintendent Wheelock has 
been able to get in touch with discarded seats, books and 
supplies, no longer to be used by towns of greater means, 
and has thus enabled your town to more than save 
enough to pay his salary above state aid.

TOWN OF WASHINGTON SCHOOL DISTRICTS, 
OFFICH OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Directors of the Town of Washington: 

I have the honor to submit to you my fourth annual 
report for the schools of the Town of Washington end- 
ing Feb. 1, 1934. 

The schools began the last Monday in August with 
the following change of personnel: Miss Ardith Moody 
was elected to fill the vacancy made by the resignation 
of Miss Vivian Rogers at the Simpson school. Miss 
Natalie Morris was elected to fill the vacancy made by 
the automatic resignation of Mrs. Florence D. Ladd and 
at this time the town authorities deemed it best not to 
hire married teachers. Miss Eleanor Nichols was elect- 
ed to continue it: the Newman school filling the vacancy 
of Miss Mary Perry, who resigned at the close of the 
winter term, 1933. Miss Katheryn Worthley at the 
Miles school, Misses Ethel Ducharme and Ethel Shatney 
at the Village school are very capably filling their po- 
sitions. 

No change was made in the standards of the schools 
this year but some work has been done by the teach- 
ers and community at the Newman school, where Miss 
Nichols, with community support, has made numerous 
interior improvements as well as raising funds for 
swings or other playground equipment. Mr. Marble 
trucked 25 seats from Barre and he further gave one 
day’s time, as did Mr. Scott and others, in placing said 
Sats: 
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The number of pupils enrolled this year is 161. The 
state law has made it impossible to continue with state 
aid for children who walk and since September no 
transportation means have been available. There is rea- 
son to believe, however, that some steps should be taken 
to lend assistance to those children who travel three 
miles to school. 


I am recommending that the town place at the 
hands of the School Board at least a dollar a pupil an- 
nually for the purchase of new books. At this rating a 
complete change of text books may be made in about 
fifteen years which seems to me is the minimum that I 
can ask for, the state average being $1.75 a pupil. At 
present I find the teachers raising funds for the purchase 
of text books, furnishing them from their own library, 
or buying them from their own private purse, and since 
the teachers in the town are paid the minimuni salary 


i: your rural schools it is not fair to allow them to 
do so. 


I note that at present the school budget allows but 
a little more than six dollars per building per year for 
repairs. Your school buildings cannot exist long if this 
condition continues, and action must be taken to build 
steps, fix the foundations where needed, and to repair 
the underpinning of some, for there is a limit to just 
how long the buildings will other wise last. In looking 
over the budget for last year I wish to say that your 
town cannot hope to run their schools, hire competent 
teachers, and get anything like satisfactory service from 
them if they are to be left unpaid. I feel it was a mis- 
take last year to cut the school tax fifty cents on the dol- 
lar when it was impossible to meet the demand made upon 
the schools with the tax left as it was, but since such a 
cut was made it is impossible for your town officials to 
meet the salaries when they become due. The teachers 
are financially embarrassed and satisfactory school work 
could not be honestly exacted by the superintendent 
when such conditions exist. I cannot calculate how 
your school officials can meet the obligations for this 
year’s school expenses unless the tax is returned to them 
together with the cut. In other words, I cannot oper- 
ate your schools and keep out of the red without a tax 
of $1.65 for the current year, and by this I mean that 
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we are running schools on the minimum essentials. 

Due to-.changes in the laws made by the past leg- 
islature it was possible for your school board and super- 
intendent to cut the costs of your schools somewhat. 
While the laws went into effect from passage it was 
impossible to adjust the teachers salaries until termina- 
tion of their contracts, which expired July 1, 1933, when 
your school board took extreme advantage of the change 
in the laws. When the Public Works funds were al- 
lotted to the town at about one dollar per person, to 
help public enterprises, “such as schools, roads, public 
buildings, parks, etc.,’ the schools were not recognized 
by your town in their allotment of the fund given. This 
oversight made it impossible to get other public aid. 
The cut in the school tax last year made it impossible 
for your superintendent to get federal aid for the teach- 
ers salaries. The objection being a federal ruling that 
“no federal aid be given to towns which made a definite 
cut in the school tax.” The argument given the super- 
intendent by federal men, Messrs. Lockwood, Radigan 
and Sullivan of Washington, D. C., at Rutland in No- 
vember was that “town was not trying to help itself.” 


It is going to be possible for the school children to 
have a physical examination in the near future. Through 
funds appropriated by the National Recovery Act, a reg- 
istered nurse will be available to go through all of the 
schools in town at no cost to its citizens, to examine 
the eyes, and ears, and teeth of the children. The act 
also carries a fund for correction of some of the de- 
fects. I am taking immediate steps to have this work 
done for the town of Washington. For your informa- 
tion twenty-seven registered nurses and six assistant 
nurses have been assigned to the Department of Educa- 
tion of the state. As soon as federal funds are avail- 
able and I have permission to go ahead I shall take ad- 
vantage of the service. 


Through the Department of Civil Works, office help 
has been granted to the Superintendent of Schools which 
will probably continue the rest of the school year, and 
your superintendent will be able to do considerably more 
for you in the field than formerly. 


I appreciate the cooperation of the’ Board of School 
Directors, the Selectmen, and the hearty cooperation of 
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the teachers who have worked with me and for your 

schools under most trying conditions. The School 

Board has been most.helpful, and I feel that we shall 

come out further ahead in the end with our schools and 

our school proposition in spite of the depression.
